The party caucuaea to 
nominate candldatea for presiding of- 
ficers and other positicms iti both 
branches of the Rt-neral asKetubly wil 
be h«'l(i Saturday night. As the U( 
pabUcana have a majority in both 
konaea and aa ther* ta no oppodtkm to 
tka ro-election of Senator Foraaer, the 
tMiatorlal question for this session is 
settled, but there is a vory bitter con 
test in proRress liearing on the re 
tlectlon of Sciiator ilunna two years 
hence, as it i.s expected that a majority 
of the present Republican members 
will be re-elected to Uia next general 
uaembly. 

Senator Foraker is af lils honi.' in 
Cincinnati and Senator llanna reniam 
in WashinBion. Neither Is expec t< 
here this week, biit both are in con 
Btant communication with the leaders 
of their reapectlTe forces. John R 
Malloy, aecnrtary of the state Repui) 
llcan coniniiftee aii<l oil iiispecior iin 
dfr Governor Nash, l.'i manager of the 
Hujina for' ( s and ex State Chairman 
Charles L. Kurtz, who was private aec 
retary to Governor Poraker and »ho 
lieadcd the fusion movement in the 
leglalature against Hanna four year^ 
ago, is manager of the Koiak< r forees 
It Is claimed by the Hanna mei that 
this contest is "the same old factional 
light of 1897-«)8 over again." Th* Por 
aker men claim they are aimply exer 
elainc their right to aupport their 
frienda. Both fiietions have their re 
■pectlve tifketa for the caucus nomina- 
tions and they are called th** Hanna 
and the Foraker tickets as openly as 
the designatioa of Democratic and Re- 
publican tlcketa in campaigns. Four 
yasra ago it* contact did not end with 
the party caucuses, but is was carried 
into the legislature It Is cont'ccUd l)y 
both sides that the results ot iV.c can 
cuBea Satun.ay night will l.c Mnal this 
■ '.iBac^r<l.'bose results magr materially 
affect the futur'e df-ontf or l^d otiier of 
the Ohio aonatora whoae l^llowers 
hare become rery bitter toward each 
other and declare BOW tkftt there eai 
be no compromise. '

lature is said to havb extended boy nd 
factional and even beyond political 
Unea and to hare involved moat of 
the corporatione and commercial >n' 
terprises that are auppoaed to be In 
terested in what legislation may be 
ma<he and also In what legij*.atlOB it 
to be prevented If possible. 

The contest betwen the two forces 
has extended to factional clrclea else- 
where In the state. Both sides claim 
"a cinch" and it is evident that these 
claims will continue until ihu contest 
la aetled by the caucusea.

Combined Kffort In Oppoitltlon to the 
Propoaed Railway Merger. 
Helena, Mom., Dec. SO. — Governor 
Toole made ample preparationa for 
tho coBferenee of aorthwastem gov- 
emora in thia city to take action upon 
the proposed consolidation of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and 
Burlington roads. The mecCia ,\loi, 
day waa merely a conference at which 
the govemora .endeavored to formu- 
late a plan for aalted action. The con- 
ference held Its drat aeaslon in the pri- 
vate office of Governor Tt.cle at the 
state house at 2 o clock p m Cover- 
nor Toole said he would not attempt 
to say how long the conference might 
laat nor would be aaticlpate its actiC*. 

The soverBora preaeat are VanSant 
of Mlnneaota, who suggeated tbe meet- 
ing, Herried of South Dakota, Hunt of 
Idaho and Toole of Montana. Attor- 
ney general Stratton Of WaahlUgtOn, 
represents that state. 

Governor White of North Dakota 
and the attorney general of that state 
were expected to be present, but It 
was stated Monday that neither would 
attc'nd the meeting. Governor White 
claiming it is impossible for him to 
leave the state at present. The mile- 
age of both the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern In North D.'^kota is 
very heavy. What effect. If \iy, the 
absence of 'X'hite will have on any pos- 
sible action to be taki ii is iirobniatical. 

(!()\ernoi' VanSant. it is believed, 
has a well defined plan of fighting th^* 
merger drawn on state constitutional 
lines and it is expected he will advo- 
cate the adoption of this plan in other 
northwestern statea.

New York, Dec. 30. — Concerning the 
rt'cent application at Newark, N. J., 
for the appoint ni< nt of receivers for 
the Natlon'%1 Asphalt company, it is 
reported that a thorough investigation 
la being made by the Audit company 
of New York, which Is acting in har- 
mony with the joint protective com- 
mittees representing the principal in- 
terests involved. Until that invcstiga 
tlon is concluded nothing definite can 
IM atated aa to the concern'a real con- 
dition or the prospects of successful 
reorganization and resumption. The 
president of the .N'ational company. 
General Francis Vinton Greene, issued 
a statement in which he speaks guard- 
edly of the company's future. Tbe 
looses such as they are. It la aaid. will 
fall heaviert on Philadelphia stock- 
holders. From the papers submitted 
in the application for a receivership It 
appears that the ( ompany stands 
pledged to pay annually I2..5U0.000 In 
interest and sinking fund charged, 
whereaa it profeaaea to he able to 
count upon receiving from the earn- 
ings, Interest and other payments of 
its subsidiary operating compaaiea BOt 
more than ".000.000 yearly.

Mr. Peavey came to Chicago from als 
home in-Mlnneapolts seariy two week-' 
ago on a buaineaa trip. He was in his 
usual perfect health, but Dec. 20 he 
contracted a cold and that night took 
to his bed in the Aiiditoiium annex 
The cold (iui( kly developed pneumonia. 
Mr. Peavey's wife waa with her bua- 
bead all tbrougb bto Hteesa, bavlsg 
left a aick bed heraelf in Minneapolis 
to come to him. Mr. Peavey was cred- 
ited with being the largest owner of 
grain elevators in the country. If not 
in tl'e world. The sign 'P. V." was a 
familiar aymbol on the warehouaea in 
the grain produclag states of tbe west 
and northwest along the linea of tbe 
railroada. Hia name for years was po- 
tent on the boards of trade here au« In 
tbe northwest. The body was taken 
to Minneapolis for burial Mr. Peavey 
carried 11,376,000 life Insurance.

London. Dec. 10.— Klag Sdward aad 
Queen Alexandra went to Saadriag- 
ham Monday afternoon. Owing to the 

recent Illness of her majesty unusual 
ly large crowds lined the rou'e to the 
railroad station.

Pittsburg. Dee. SO.— Tbe tbrdbteaed 

flood as a result of the heavy rainfall 

Saturday and Sunday, waa averted 

here by the cold snap, and the rivers 
I at this point w ill not reach over a 20- 
ifoot stage. 

Oiapatches from headwaters report 
waters falling at all points. A big ice 
jam formed in the Allegheny river be- 
tween the Fort Wayne railroad bridge 
and Sixteenth street bridge which 
threatened to sweep the new railroad 
bridge away. The gorge caused the 
rivera to overflow and Pine atreet and 
River avenue. Allegheny, were flooded. 
The Allegheny department of public 
safety at once sent out men to warn 
people living in the lower part of the 
city to vacate their homes, but a half 
hour later the Jam suddenly broke 
with an awful crash. The ice was 
forced between the Fort Wayne bridge 
piers by the Iniincnsc volume of water 
and some of the falsework under the 
new bridge was torn away, but other- 
wise the structure was not damaged. 

About SB loaded coal barges lying at 
tbe bridge on the Allegheny side were 
torn from their moorings and forced 
upon River avenue. They were badly 
damaged as was ( onsiderable freight 
In cars along the Fiitsburg ard West- 
ern railroad tracks. The loss to prop- 
erty will amount to several thousam 
dollara. The rivers were rapidly 
cleared of ice and no more damage la 
expected. 

Southern States Orenehed. 

Atlanta, Dec. SO.— The torrential 

rains of the past two days In Georgia, 
Alabama, ea.st Tennessee and portions 
of North Carolina caused the death of 
four person« as far as known and in- 
flicted aerlous damage to all kinds of 
property. The raina were followed by 
clearing and much colder weather, ac- 
companied by high winds. The weath- 
er bureau announced that the Chat- 
tahochee river would continue lo rise 
during Tueaday and it Is feared mu( h 
damage will reault. Three people 
were drowned at West Point. Ga.. 
while attempting to cross the Chat- 
tahochee and Thomas Rus^e:!, an en- 
gineer on the .-ktlanta iind West Point 
railroad was killed in a fniglit wreck 
caused by a washout near NotasulKa, 
Ala. Thousands of dollars worth of 
property haa been deatroyed at West 
Point and there Is much suffering. 
Water in the streets of W«et Point 
was from one to five feet deep. No 
trains have been sent through from 
Atlanta to Montgomery over the At- 
lanta and West Point road since Sat 
urday. Two washouts are reported 
on the main line of the Louisville and 
Nashville road south of |lontgomer>. 

At Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia. Dec. SO.— The rain 
which fell almost incessantly since 
Saturday evening resulted in a danger- 
ous freshet in the Schuylkill river. All 
of the big Industrial plants along the 
Schuylkill at Maaayunk and NorrU- 
town. n«ar here are flooded and work 
was suspended. The tracka of the 
Philadelphia and Reading railroad at 
Spring .Mill, about eight miles from 
here are submerged. Traflic however, 
has not yet been seriously handicap- 
ped. In this city the river is out of 
its banks near the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad station. Cellars of dwelling!) 
are flooded nd many resident s along 
Ihe river sought safer qiiarterK. Two 
new unoccupied brick dweiiuigs cul- 
lapaed In Kensington, in the north- 
astern seotloa of the city, having been 
undermined by the heavy rain. Many 
farnu at Tacony, Wissinomlng, Col- 
legevllle. Holmesburg and To- epdalc, 
suburbs of this city, have been serious- 
ly damaged and cellari ol resldoBces 
are flooded. 

Schuylkill Settling Down. 
Nofristown, Pa., Dee ;!() -The 
Schuylkill river is receding and the 
daagor la beloved to bo over. Much 
iamage was done to the milla and fac- 
tories along the river between here and 
3on«hobocken. At the Woodstock 
voolen mills the firat floors were un- 
ler water and 300 employes were 
brown out of employment In conse- 
uence. The aaw brtdga belag con- 
ructed over the river at Port Ken- 
ledy waa washed away. Along the 
'erklomen creek, much damage reault- 
d as the water rose 14 feet. 

Peru. Ind., Dec. 80.— There ta evl- 
deaee of foal play 1b the oaae of Oliv- 
er Kiaaiman, whoae body was found 
near the railway tracks here. The 

only Injury was a fractured skull, tbe 
skin being unbroken. His coat and 
vest were on the rail and watch BBd 
money were utUaiag. 



SOME WILD T ALK, 

Hints at Probability of Wnr Itetween 
Germany and t'nited State*. 
London, Dec. 30. — Commenting on a 
dispatch to tbe London Times from 

Washlttgton to the effect that persons 
of considerable Importance in Wash 
ingtOB dflklal clrclea profeaaea to be 
lleve that war between the United 
States and Geimany is iiu viable, the 
St. James Gazette say.s it does not be 
lleve such a disaster will be allowed 
to occur over a diapute In regard to 
tbe debts of VcBesueia ta Germany 
but that if It doea. there can be n-^ 
doubt that Kngllsh sympathies will be 
with Ameiica. At the same time the 
St. .James Gazette expresses the hope 
that the United States will not allow 
such states aa Venesuela to gain the 
Impreaaion tbat they can rec)ion on 
tbe protection of Moaroelam If tbey 
choose to repodlate their obiigatio.i3 

In Europe. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: "It Is 
believed to be certain here that an ul 
^timatum will be iaeued within three 
daya aad that aa attack on Veaesuaia 
will follow directly after. In addition 
to the Vineta. the Galke. two tralnin 
ships and the cruiser Geler have been 
ordered to LaGulra. In the mean 
while It Is officially stated that the 
German charge d' affaires haa not left 
Caracas and that diplomatic relations 
have not yet been broken off." It i 
also declared that "an agreement ha 
been reacher between Germany and 
the United States in rf-gard lo the 
German course of ac tion inVenf zuela 



MENACED THE MIKADD, 

Report of an Attempt to Attsaiitliiale 
Kiiipercr of Japan. 
Vancouver, B. C, Dec. SO.Japanese 
papers received by the steamer Athen- 
ian, tell of what appeared to be an at- 
tempt at assassination on Kmperor 
Mutsuhlto l)y a foreigner i:anii d 'I'bor- 
con. This man with an ex-member of 
the Japanese parliament, Tanaka EJo 
seo,. waited for the imperial carriage 
after the ceremony of opening the 
diet had taken place. The .Japanese 
member wished to present a (focumont 
to his majesty and threw off his re 
and hat to approac h the carriage. As 
he rushed forward. Thorson also ran 
up with a pistol in his hand, but bd- 
fore he could do anything was over 
powered and disarmed by the soldiers 
of the guar(i. It is alleged tliat 'ihor- 
son had an interest in the document 
which Tanaka was attempting to pres- 
ent to the emperor and that he ^rand 
Ished the weapon merely to impreaa 
the latter with his Importance. Thor- 
son is still in jail, while 'lanaka was 
provisionally pardoned. 

Religious Riots. 

London,, Deo. 30,— Tob Island of 
Lewis has been the scene of serious 
religious riots arising out of the •uUon 
of the Free and the United Cfc-.^rcb of 
Scotland. The Islandera refused to 
countenance the alliance and when 
the minister at Ness jointed the 
United church they locked him out of 
bis church. A strong force of police 
was sent over f'oni the mainland fo 
open the doors, whereupon the laland- 
ers congregated and throwing volleys 
of atone* at the conatables drove them 
inside the building and bombarded 
th*m with rocks until they capitulated 
and agreed to leave the island. Every 
member of the police departm 'nt was 
mure or less seriously wounded. It is 
probable a detachment of troops will 
be sent to subdue the rioters. 

Chinese Dined By Conger. 
Peking. Dec. 30.— Cons'derabie sen- 
sation has been caused in Chinese ot- 
j fldal clrclea by a dinner given at his 
I residence by Unit 'd States Minister 
Conger, and which was attended by 
' the leading officials of the Chinese 
. foreign oftice. Among tbe officials 
I present were Ma Tung, a former 
Boxer leader, and Wang Wen Shao. 
one of tbe Cbtaeee plenii^tentlaries. 
The dinner was attend* i by several 
American ladles. It was formerly tbe 
custom for prominent Chinese officials 
never to enter a foreign legation ex- 
cept upon the most foimal occasions, 
while the meeting of foreign ladiea 
socially would have been considered 
as degrading as would the associating 
with Chinese women upon the same 
footing. This event if significant of 
the progressive tendency of today. 

Jap Accused of Looting. 

Yokohama, iiec. :tO.— General Baron 
Yamaguchi. who commanded the Jap- 
anese troops in China has resigned 
the command of the Fifth division el 
the Japaa^ae army.

The rock, which was loosened by 
the heavy rains of the past two days, 
rolled down from the hill just as ths 
train came out of the tunnel. 

Ths two missiag men are Fireman 
A. It Hlte and Brakemaa A B. Put 
nam, both of Grafton. They are prob- - 
ably dead beneath the wreck. Bngi* 
neer Hope Gnudy of Grafton was sc 
seriously injured he will probably not 
recover. 

Freight Train Was Too Long. 
Chicago. Dec. 30. — Four fatalities rc 
suited from the collision of the "Oma 
ha Flyer" and an eastbound freight 
train un the Chicago and Northwest 
ern at Malta, Ilia. George W. RudU 
and wife of Omaha, D. O. Nichols ol 
Council BlufTs, la., and the sltepln^ 
car porter, E. D. Duncan of Chicago 
were the victims. There were 35 oth 
era injured, some perhapa fatally. Th« 
freight train had taken a siding bul 
was too long for the switcn and th< 
engine ran out upon tbe main track 
before the rt ar of the fi eiglit train 
cleared.

A new book from the pen of 
Mrs. Collina is truly a literary event. 

"The Little Martjuise and Mlacellantes 
in \'erHe and I'rose," is the captivating' 
title of this careful and painstaking col- 
lection of verse and story. In the aelec- 
fions, so judiciously made, Mrs. Collins 
has used her well known beautiful taste 
and exquisite judgment, and it goes with- 
out sayintr that with articles so intelli- 
Kently and attractively written, this "gem 
of a book" cannot fail of the warm recep- 
tion accorded her previous works. 

If an added interest weie needed In 
introducing this beauteous little book- 
apart from its own meritaand the well 
deserved snccesa of the author— the aup- 
ply would not be wanting for such need. 
In a word this most attractive contiibu- 
tion to our holiday literature is a joint 
authorship. Madame Rostan— the asso- 
ciate authoress— is a resident of that 
more than beautiful city on the Seine in 
sunny France, and between these kindred 
spirits a strong attachment sprang up 
during Mrs. Collins' long sojourn in Paris.

The many readers 
of "Immortelles and Aaphodels" who 
remember, as they must, Mrs. Collins' 
travel sketches in F^urope— to full of 
local color and artistic discernment, will 
be prepared for the further treat await- 
ing them in taming the pagea of this 
new' volume. In the opening ]ioem — 
"The Little Marquise on the Wall"— one 
feels enraptured with tha baaoUfal alory 
—80 beautifully told in sweet rhythmical 
jingle— transported we are in vivid de- 
aeiription to the gay and mirthful scenes 
of "Old Plantation Days" in the South- 
land under the regime which Eeems slid- 
den now almost into ancient history, 
when the "Oatbolic French" held sway 
and revelry waa a sound of every night 
and day. The great interest and charm 
of thia sprightly and realistic recital is 
akillfully woveo into tha rafnda:

vesting with a c<^r and tone that great- 
ly enhances tbe oharm.

The "Legend of 
Lent" — in prose— is a translation from 
the French— notably excellent. "Jottings 
from a Few Days Intercotirse with Mrs. 
Pealwdy"— sister of Mrs. Hawthorne— is 
very pleasant reading, but the "Memorial 
Tribute" to Mr. McKialey, oor beloyed 
slain President, ii an ezquiaite pieee of 
composition. 

Altogether we have not seen a more 
pleasing and tasteful compilation of sweet 
short stories, and verse of real charm, 
than can be found in this attractive little 
volume of which we have given a sketchy 
notice, and we bespeak for it an apprecia- 
tive patronage.
